See column 1 , line 1 to column 2, line 1 and column 10, line 8 to 
column 1 1 , line 41 along with Figs. 1-26. Thus, the features of the instantly rejected 
claims are structurally met by the reference. v 

Claims 1 - 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
JP-A-02-029216. See page 2, upper left column, line 13 to page 3, upper left column, 
line 14 along with Figs. 1-18. Thus, the features of the instantly rejected claims are 
structurally met by the reference. 

Claims 1 - 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
either one of JP 07-231 847 or JP 1 0-24239. The features of the instantly rejected
